‘Tax Shunpao has published what pur- 
ports to be the Chinese text of the 
Chefoo Convention; and the document 
bears so much the impress of genuine 
ness, that we are inclined to accept it 
as a fair transcription. Minor differ- 





ences, when the authentic version comes 





to be put forward, there will probably 


be found to be—differences perhaps 
which affect the bearing of certain 
sentences; such would be the natural 
result even of translation and re-trans- 
lation ; but we anticipate that the docu. 
ment will be found to give a fair impres- 
sion of the main features of the Conven- 
tion, The greater number of the provi- 
sions have been already indicated in our 
columns; but we have now an opportu 
nity of considering the document as a 
whole; and though it contains some 
very valuable provisions, there is no 
disguising that, in other respects, it fails 
to eatisfy the public expectation. The 
absence of any definite punishment for 
Margary’s murder has beon much com. 
mented on. While recognising the force 
of the argument that no punishment 
inflicted on mere instruments could be 
satisfactory while the instigators remain 
unpunished; while admitting even the 
difficalty of reaching the instigators, 
assuming them to be among the mem. 
bers of the Government at Peking 


—poople still hesitate to accept 
general measures as a sufficiont 
atonement for a bratal crime. They 


do not dissociate the three sections of 
the Convention as they are dissociated 
by the framers of the document, 
They look at it as a whole, and 
while recognising much that is good 
in the terms exacted, they do nob 
feel satisfied that those terms should 
be accepted as an equivalent for the 
punishment of Margary's murder, Ex- 
act the terms—yes; and insist on the 
most complete guarantees that can be 
devised, against a repetition of the 
crime! But some individual men 
are guilty of having instigated that 
murder, and in accordance with 
the promise of the Queen's Speech, 
those instigators should have been 
punished ; the disclosure of the culprits 
should have been insisted on, even 
at the cost of a war. Those are 
the arguments urged on one side. 
On the other has to be considered 
the imminent danger of rebellion breake 
ing out the moment the Government 
became engaged in a foreign war— 
the injury to trade that would be there- 
by caused, and the untold suffering that 
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would result to the people—with the 
uncertainty, after all, whether the guilt 
could be brought home to the actual 
culprits. For oar own part, we incline 
to the latter view of the case. It 
would be no satisfaction to us to have 
the Governor of Yunnan beheaded, 
assuming him to have been only an 
instrament in the crime; and the 
difficulty of fixing the guilt and exact. 
ing punishment in higher quarters was 
so great that it was wiser to have 
guarantees for the future thantodemand 
possibly unattainable punishment for 
the past. The presence and the rights 
of foreigners have been recognised far 
more fully and publicly than they have 
ever been before. It must not be 
overlooked that the Chinese have been 
made to do the very thing which the 
Yiinnan outrage was designed to 
prevent, viz. open tho province to com. 
mercial intercourse. Nor must the 
Special Mission of apology to England 
be forgotten, asan element in the repara- 
tion offered. 

, So far for the political part of the 
Convention, The great feature in the 
commercial section, is the opening of 
the. Yangtsze to Ichang, the pros- 
pective opening of Yunnap, and the 
appointment of Agents at Chungking 
and Talifu. This isa most important 
measure, and one which is likely. to 
result in, great benefit to trade. Tho 
nnsatisfactory feature, in the Conven- 
tion is the apparent recognition of lifin 
asa legal lovy. True, the right of tran- 
sit passes to protect goods from 
additional taxation en route, is re- 
affirmed, and the right which we have 
always contended the treaty of Tien- 
tsin already conveys, that foreign goods 
shall be entitled to pass, on payment of 
24 per cent,, irrespective of ownership, 
is. emphasised ; but unless the document 
before us is misleading, we cannot but 
infer from the first clause of the com- 
mercial section, that goods are admitted 
to be liable to lekin when they have 
reached their destination. If this is so, 
it is certain to afford ground for serious 
*remonstrance. We set forth, in a Jead- 
ing article last week, some reasons why 
the claim of the Government to col- 
lect lekin was not entitled to tolerance. 
And we affirm that, even if it were 
found difficult to frame effective rules 
for the exemption of our goods from its 
incidence, it was at least foolish and 
uumnecossary to recognise its legality, 
‘There is of course much more in the 
terms of the Convention that invites 
comment. We have had only time, as 
yet, to express cursorily what we 
Believe to bo the genoral opinion on 
the more salient points.

‘We print, on another page, a full trans- 
Istion of what purports to be the Chinese 
text of the Chefoo Convention, ‘The docu- 
ment was published two days ago by the 
‘Shunpao, aud beara so much the impress of 
genuineness that we are inclined to accept it 
as a fairly correct version of the agreement. 
Tho clauses will bo found to tally very 
closely with the sketch we have already 
given of their purport. ‘The ports to be 
opened aro those we have indicated ; and 
the surmises on which we ventured in 
our article of the 20th September, as to 
five of the probable landing-places on the 
Yangtaze, are confirmed—assuming, that is, 
that we may identify the Wusuch of the 
Shunpao’s version with the Ho-heuo of 
and Francis, The sixth 
-place would seem to be Liu-k 
kow, or Lu-chi-kow, which is situated in 
Lat, 29.54 N., and Long. 40 miles west of 
Hankow. It is about two-thirds of the 
way between Hankow and the ‘Tung-ting 
Lake, and is alluded to by Blakiston under 
the name of Lo-gi-kow. 

A potition has been handed in to the Con- 
sul-General for France, suggesting cortain 
modifications in the existing Municipal 
Regulations. Refer to the present 
coudition of the Municipal Coun h, 
by tho nbsonce of Messrs. Voisin and 
Leroy, and the resignation of Messrs, Bade, 
Maignan, and Millot, is reduced to three 
members—the petitioners recommend that, 
in future, a new election shall be held 
whenever the number of Councillors is 
reduced below half. 2°—That any member 
leaving for Europe shall be held to have 
resigned. 3°—That it shall not be legal for 
two persons belonging to the hong 
tobe members at the same time; and 4° 
that members shall not be allowed to take 
part in discussions in which they have a 
direct intereat. 

The first two proposals are reasonable 
enough. ‘The third is perhaps good in prin- 
ciple, but is already within the power of the 
electors to enforce. They can reject either of 
the candidates in such a case, if they wish, 
‘The fourth proposal doesnot commenditseli, 
We don’t see why a mau should be debarred 
from pleading his own cause. If he fails 
to convince his colleagues, he can always 
be outvoted.—However, the petition is 
signed by 105 electors, and asks that a 
meeting be called to take the proposals 
into consideration. 

A meeting of members of No. 2 Rifle 
Company was held on Monday eveving at 
the Main Guard, to elect a Captain in the 
stead of Captain Caun who has resigned 
on account of his approaching departure 
for Japan. Only one gentleman, Mr. 
J, A. Harvie, the Licutenant of the 































































Company, was nominated. for the appoint- 
ment, and he was unanimously elected, 
By his election, the post of Liouten- 
fant. became vacant. ‘Three , gentlemen 
were proposed, Messra...H,, Sutherland, 
A, Campbell, and R. C. Brown, ‘The first-

‘LI HUNG-CHANG’S MEMORIAL ON THE 
CHEFOO CONVENTION. 

We print, on another page, a translation 
of Li Hung.chang’s memorial, reciting 
the British Minister’s wishes in regard 
to reparation for the Yiinnan outrage, 
which called forth the edict of tho 
17th September. It begins by relating 
the circumstances under which Margary 
was murdered and Colonel Browne's 
party driven back from Manwyne; 
quotes the verdict of Li Han-chang, 
that the murder was the act of 
savages who had been refused black 
mail, and the attack on Colonel Browne 
the doing of Li Chén-kwo; and goes on 
to say that the proper course would 
have been to award such penalties as the 
prisoners should be found by Chinese 
Jaw to deserve. “But the British 
Minister states that having carefully 
considered the report of Mr. Grosvenor 
and those with him, he is of opinion that, 
although by the laws of China thero 
might be ground sufficient for the con- 
vietion of Li Chén-kwo and the others 
whom Li Han-chang and his colleague 
have pronounced to be principals 
case—the prisoners would not, if the 
evidence were tested by tho laws of 
1d, be held to have been justly 
convicted ; and their punishment, there- 
fore, so far from being regarded os 
acceptable in England would probably 
excite feelings of mistrust and appre- 
hension,” Inasmuch, therefore, as 
“Western civilisation teaches that 
the punishment of the past is not 
of 80 great consequence as the 
security of the future,” he has re- 
qnested that the parties now awaiting 
sentence be not punished. The Regents 
are begged, therefore, ‘as au exceptional 
instance of humanity, beyond the pre- 
scription of the law, to deign to accord 
the request of tho British Minister.” 

Tt was understood, as we remarked 
when commenting on the terms of the 
Imperial edict, that this memorial was 
to be submitted to Sir Thomas Wade 
before presentation; and we are disap- 
pointed that he did not require the real 
facts of the case to be shown more 
clearly than they here appear. Those 
facts, as wo have already stated, are 
that he absolutely refused to have 
punished, men whom he regarded as 
mere tools of the highest authorities in 
the State; therefore, the request that 
they may be let off, “as an exceptional 
instance of humanity,” is as mislead- 
ing as it is untrue. There is, of 
course, @ limit to the self-humiliation 
which a Government can be required 
to undergo, A man may be brought 
to apologise, but it might be possi- 
ble to dictate terms so humiliating 
that he would rather be thrashed to 
death than utter them. It would have 
been hardly reasonable to expect that 
the Empresses should, in their edict, 
have confessed that Sir Thomas Wade 
would nob have the mon punished 
because he held members of the Imperial 
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Cabinet to be the real instigators of 
thecrime. It would have been scarcely 
possible even for Li Hung-chang to 
state the fact in his memorial. It 
would be scarcely possible for any 
officer of State to make public such a 
statement without endeavouring to con- 
trovert it; and the mention of it under 
such conditions covld not of course have 
been tolerated. But if it were impos- 
sible to tell the truth, it was not neces- 
sary to imply untrath. The behaviour 
of the Chinese Government has not 
been so estimable that it was necessary 
to soften their fall too assiduously. 
We have no doubt every Chinaman 
who sees the Pel:ing Gazelte will know 
that something must be read between 
the lines, both of Li’s memorial and 
of the Imperial edict in reply. Both 
documents assert the guilt of Li 
Chen-kwo and the other prisoners, by 
Chinese law, so emphatically that their 
non-punishment will appear very 
strange to a people not given to be in- 
fluenced by ultra-humanitarian views. 
‘Thoy will perosivo that thero is some: 
thing unsaid ; that the British Mini 
ter had some motive beyond the mere 
avoidance of “vengeance,” in desiring 
that they might be let off. But 
we cannot help thinking they might 
have been assisted in their surmises a 
little more clearly, without forcing the 
Government too near to that abyss of 
self-humiliation over which we have 
admitted that it could not be expected 
to plunge. 

‘We trast, then, that though it may 
be impossible to have the real state 
of the case set forth in the proclama- 
tion which is to be posted throughout 
the Empire, setting forth the right of 
foreigners to travel, and to have pro- 
tection at the hands of the Mandarins, 
unnecessary references to exceptional 
clemency may be at least avoided. 
One:of the stipulations in the Tientsin 
treaty says that that document should 
be published in its entirety in the 
Peking Gazette, and we know how that 
object was defeated by the device of a 
special edition. It seems beyond doubt 
that steps were taken to misrepresent 
the audience granted to foreign 
ministers in the Spring of 1872, by 
the issue of a special sheet with the 
provincial edition of the Gazette, throw- 
ing ridicule upon the proceedings. 
We are glad to believe that steps will 
be taken to prevent subterfuge in the 
present case, by deputing British 
officers to personally ascertain that 
proclamations are posted as required. 
It will of course be impracticable to 
examine the city gates or the yamén 
doors of “every prefecture, sub-pre- 
fecture and district ;” but a general 
inspection may be made, that will give 
afair idea whether the stipulation is 
generally complied with. 








‘THE NEW PORTS IN TONQUIN. 


Siz Brooke Robertson took an op- 
portunity, in the spring, to visit the 





ports of Haiphong and Hanoi, lately 








opened by the French in Tonquin; and 
his report has been printed by the 
Government. Both places aro at the 
head of the Gulf of Tonquin—Hanoi 
on the banks of the Songkoi, or Red 
River, which is relied on as the most 
effectual trade route with Yiinnan; 
Haiphong on the banks of the Cua-cam, 
which is a branch of the former stream. 
The two places are connected by water, 
but the route is 145 miles in length, 
while they are only 60 miles apart as 
the crow flies. Haiphong is tho 
highest point to which vessels drawing 
14 feet can ascend the Cua-cam; and 
for the present it is the shipping port 
of Hanoi, From the extensive works 
under construction there, Sir Brooke 
Robertson inferred that the French 
intend it to be the anchorage for 
foreign vessels; but the Red River, 
which debonches into tho sea abont 
twelve miles to the southward of 
the Cua.cam, is, he says, a fino 
stream, and he can imagine no greater 
difficulty in its navigation to Hanoi, 
than the Yangtszo offers to Hankow. 
‘There is a riso and fall in the freshots 
of from 26 ft. to 30 ft. The river is 
at its lowest from December to May, 
enormous stretches of sand-bands lining 
the stream, and points of thom jutting 
almost into the centre. About May 
the melted snow aud ico from tho 
mountains of Upper Tonquin and 
Yiinnan come down, and the river rises 
rapidly, attaining a height of thirty 
feet, and very frequently carrying 
away the banks, and flooding’ the 
country, to the great destruction of lifo 
and property. 

Hanoi is evidently the more import. 
ant place, and we will go on to 
read Sir Brooke's description. “Tho 
streets are, he says, wide and the 
houses good, and well built of brick in 
some of the principal streets, but there 
are numerous ones where the shops are 
merely mat crections in tho usual 
‘Tonquinese stylo; with one exception— 
the main street from the river where 
the Chinese live—the streets are 
unpaved, and in wet weather almost 
impassable from the depth of the mud; 
but as shoes are an exception with tho 
Annamites, this drawback to European 
comfort does not affect them. Tho 
sedan-chair of China, so convenient for 
locomotion, is unknown, the high 
authorities and those who can afford 
it being carried in a hammock of silk 
or,hemp network suspended on a pole 
supported on the shoulders of two or 
four bearers, and inclosed in silk or 
cotton curtains. There is a great deal 
of stir and movement in the streels; 
the shops are well stocked with articles 
of native workmanship, especially ban 
boo work in all its varieties, silk aud 
cotton piece goods, paper, pewter, aud 
glass ware, boxes, drums of all sizes 
richly painted, lacquered and gilt 
and coarse crockery and china ware 
Fowls, ducks, geese, oxen, and pigs 
are both plentiful and cheap, will 
abundance of fruit, bananas # 
vegetables, and fish.

‘The population is estimated at 150,000 
to 200,000 Tonguinese and 3,000 
Chinese. 

‘The future of Hanoi as a place 
of trade depends on the practi- 
cability. of opening up commercial 
relations with Yiinnan, and this brings 
us back to the Red River which offers 
a practicable channel of communica- 
tion, This river is navigable from 
Manghao, the last city in the province 
of Yiinnan, to the sea, a distance of 
414 miles; and Manghao is the entre- 
pot where goods are shipped to and 
from Tonquin and Annam. There can 
be no doubt as to the availability of 
the route, and that until lately a 
very considerable trade to and from 
Hanoi was done by the Chinese 
resident there, Sir Brooke saw 
the “peculiarly constructed boats, 
of great Jength and drawing little 
water,” which are employed in ascend- 
ing the river as far as Manghao, and 
closely questioned one or two people 
who had been there, and who said that 
no difficulties existed. Bat the trade is 
almost stopped at the present moment 
by the disturbed state of the country. 
‘Tho borders of Yiinnan and Tonquin 
have been for a long time in pos- 
session of two bands of Chinese, dis- 
tinguished as Black and Yellow flags. 
“The men composing them were 
originally under the Chief Tienti, the 
head of the Kwangsi rebellion, and, 
having escaped into Tonquin, captured 
the town of Laokay, on the Red River ; 
but the two Chiefs having quarrelled, 
they separated, and one portion took 
possession of Ko-yang, a town lower 
down on the Red River, which place 

* they still ocoupy, but are at war with 
each other, and each levies black mail 
upon all boats and goods passing into 
Yiinnan, and thereby stopping the 
Inorative trade that had - existed 
between Hanoi and that province.” 
Measures are, however, likely to be 
taken to reduce these banditti to order. 
Tho French appear to have called on 
the Anuamese Government to clear the 
Passes, but the latter replied that they 
could not do so without assistance; and 
at the time of Sir Brooke's visit, the 
French Consul at Hanoi was con- 
templating an expedition with an armed 
escort to see what could be done 
towards clearing the road, In one way 
or another, therefore, the result will no 
doubt bo attained. Either the bandits 
will come to an arrangement to behave 
Pencefully, or, if they resist, the Fronch 
will aid ‘the Annamese to root them 
out, and free the passage of the river. 
‘Tonquin itself is spoken of as rich in 
natural products, and Sir Brooke enter- 
tains no doubt that a large and pro- 
fable trade can be opened up if the 
Governments of Tonquin and China 
will consent to open their mines, and 
the frontier is cleared of the Chinese 
Tefugees and leviers of black mail. 




















The July-August number of the China 
Reviéw is equal to the usual standard of 
that periodical with regard to the papers 
contained; and we are glad to notice, 
generally, an improvement in the tone of 
{ts criticisms. It opens with a review of 
Dr. Legge’s “Shi King,” by Mr. A. Listor, 
a review with the opinions of which we can 
scarcely concur, We do not think it the 
mark of a good translation that no one 
reading it would suspect it had ever ap- 
peared in another dress. To uso Mr. 
Lister’s own phrase, we like now and then 
to catch a glimpse at the peard. What 
should we think of the Iliad, with Troy 
left out, and Agamemnon converted into a 
guardeman, lounging down Oxford Street ? 
Yet this would be legitimate ond of 
‘Mr. Lister's canon. Mr. Lister, in a 
previous number, gave a beautiful version 
of the sweetest of the Odes (Book I. v. 4) 
wherein, however, he suppressed all local 
allasions. Notwithstanding his more 
finished versicles, we must confess our 
preference for Dr. Legge’s rendering. 
We can seo no offence against good sense 
or good taste, in the following lines, not- 
withataading the allusion to the locality : 
‘When autumn came, then climbed I oft 
‘That rained wall, and 
‘Towards Fubkwan, my heart all soft 
‘With expectation raised.” 

If there be hore a breach of good manners, 
then Coleridge, Shelley, Teunyson, and all 
our best poets have sinned. What shall 
we say of the Kubla Khan of the first- 
named? 

“In Xanadu did Kubla Khan 
‘A stately pleasure-dome decree.” 

We have our own opinion of the defects 
of Dr. Loggo’s translation ; this is not one 
of them. Woe quite agree, however, with 


























of appreciation by Dr. Legge of the health- 
ful aud innocent character of the rhymes 
tabooed by the Chinese commentators, 
who in this respect aro followed blindly by 
Dr. Legge. Could the Chinese of to-day 
write auch odes, there would be some hope 
of progress yet in the Flowery Land ; but 
prudery has taken the place of modesty, 
and truth lies ao deeply buried undi 
verbiage, that for all useful ends she 
might as well not exist, 

Mr. Watters’ essays on the Chinese 
Innguage are intended to be useful rather 
than light reading. They are compile 
with great care, and the present one takes 
up the recent lexicography of the empire, 

Dr. Brotachneider takes up, in his ex- 
ive way, the intercourse of the Chi- 
nete with Central and Western Asia, in 
the fifteenth century. To say his paper 
good and useful is only a matter of course.

ing that opium is grown and smoked 
1 Turkey, Persia, India, Burmah, Siam, 
Assam, aud China, is it not probable that 
its use commenced at some point within 
these countries, and gradually and naturally 
spread? 

If some Ludian scholar will trace out the 
history of opium in India and on tho 
frontier, he will confor a favour on all 
who wish to see Europeans in the East in 
general, and the British in particular, 
rescued from the discredit with which some 
uninformed and unthinking, but noisy 
people are endeavouring to’ load them, 
and which, sooing that clamour is much 
more effectual in obtaining a hearing thin 
reason, appears in danger of being pneséd
